GOOD CONVENTION: UNION 
OF ALBERTA MUNICIPALITIES 


Legislation to givé municipalities 
the legal right: to’ tax transmission 
lines of power companies passing 
through their territory will be sought 
at the next sessign of the legisla- 
ture, it was decidéd by the Union of 
Alberta Municipalities convening 
Wednesday afternoon in’ the Macdon- 
ald hotel. The question arose in con- 
nection with a resolution of the Town 
of Castor which pointed out that 
when the Towns and Villages Act of 


‘11925 was’ passed’ the present whole- 


sale control of power franchises by 
private corporations was not antici- 
pated. 

That the municipalities receive a 
just share of the gprofits derived by 
the provincial government from the 
sale of liquor was, the subject of a 
resolution unanimously passed by thé 
convention at its closing session on 
Thursday afternoon. Some 25 other 
resolutions, relating to desired 
amendments in legislation affecting 
towns and villages! were dealt with, 
the majority of thése being passed.

On-the other hand, 
if freshly drawn milk is promptly 
cooled to below 55 degrees F., this 
restraining influence often continues 
for 12 hours or longer, as is shown 
by experiments ‘conducted tby the Di- 
vision of Bacteriology, Central Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa. When 
flasks of freshly drawn milk were im- 
mediately analysed and placed in a 
refrigerator at 52-58. degrees F., the 
bacterial counts after 16 hours stor- 
age showed little change, as the fol- 
lowing figures indicate:

In the milk cooled immediately, it 
is evident that the bacteria-restrain- 
ing factor operated very effectively. 
Where cooling was delayed, however, 
the restraining factor was soon ex- 
hausted, and as the temperature was 
not low enough to prevent growth, 
the bacteria were free to multiply 
quite rapidly. Thus we see how gub- 
sequent bacterial growth is influ-

The type of whipper. is a factor of 
great importance. An egg beater is 
not a cream whipper. A turbine type 
of whipper has been found the most 
satisfactory. In, the turubine type, |" 
the blades revolve at the bottom of 
the bowl. " 


Cream should be whipped rapidly. 
Two or three minutes shéuld be a 
food average time. Whipping should 
be stopped ‘at the right time, for 
whipping is the, first’ stage of churn- 
ing. With a little ‘too much whip- 
Ping, the whipped ~cream will (be 
lumpy with a large amount of milk 
draining from it. It-is not necessary 
to whip cream just ‘before using it, 
as it will keep if stored in a cold 
Place, 


One of the most important factors 
of all is temperature,; The tempera- 
ture of the cream at whipping time 
should be forty degrees, if possible, 
certainly not above fifty.
